Useful to |Keep on Hand to Tone Up 


Poultry Flock That Has Access 


to Spoiled Feed. 


JBpsom salts is a cheap remedy to 


keep on hand to help in toning up a 
poultry flock that has had access to 
spoiled feed. 
The occasional use of 


the salts Is to help In reducing losses 
from sour crop or indigestion due to 
overfeeding. A hen that has been crop- 
bound is benefited by epsom salts. 


The usual dose is half a.teaspoonful 


for a mature hen. 
The salts can- be 


dissolved in warm water and poured 
down the throat of the bird Then you 
know the hen has received the dose. 
She may not eat enough of a mash 
containing the salts. A flock can be 
allowed to go hungry about half a day 
followed by a moist mash containing 
epsom salts for every bird.

In 
these day? of f-peed, demoralized train service spells 
gnoral congestion, and that this should have been so 
largely and quickly overcome is a matter of congratu- 
lation.

He was not only great in the 
Lord's sight, but was great .when 
measured by the standards of men. In 
the teaching of this lesson a survey 
should be made of John's life and 
work.

Foretold 


(Matt. 3:3; cf. Isa. 40:3). 


He was thought about and his work 


planned long before he was bom. He 
came as God's messenger. His life vsas 
a plan of God. He was said to be a 
man sent from God (John 1:6). There 
is a sense in which every life is 
planned—everyone is sent from God. 
Everyone should remember that God 
has something to do with his life. 


I!. His Character. 
1. Humble (Luke 3:4). He did not 


seek human praise and commendation. 
His supreme concern was to proclaim 
the Christ. He did not make himself 
prominent—was only a voice calling 
upon people to prepare for the Mes- 
siah. His person and habits were a 
protest against the luxury and hypo- 
critical formality of his time. 


2. Courageous (Luke 3:7). He faced 


a great multitude and struck hard at 
their sins. He did not trim his mes- 
sage to suit the crowd. 
He even de- 


nounced the religious leaders of his 
time and demanded of them fruits 
worthy of repentance. 


I I I . His Preaching (Luke 3:3-8). 
1. Demanded Repentance (vv. 3-6). 


Suddenly emerging from his seclusion, 
he came into the region of the Jordan 
as a messenger of God, calling upon 
the people to repent in preparation for 
the coming of the Messiah. 


2. Demanded Proofs of Penitence 


(w. 7, 8). He insisted that their false 
religions be abandoned—their sinful 
hearts renovated—showed them that 
the vile passions of their souls must 
be uprooted. 
A change of mind, that 


is, the turning of the soul from sin to 
God, was necessary. This is a prepa- 
ration which must be made before one 
can see and experience the salvation 
of Go<3. 


IV. Jesus' Testimony to John (Luke 


7:24-28). 
Because John did not see 


the interval between the "sufferings 
of Christ" and the "glory that should 
follow" he was perplexed. Therefore 
he sent a deputation to Jesus for light. 
The prophets did not see, or at least 
did not make clear, the interval be- 
tween the crucifixion of Christ and His 
second coming. The two events were 
so presented as to appear to be in close 
succession. John in bis preaching has 
stiessed the mighty judgments which 
should take place at the appearance of 
the Messiah. 
The furn things were 


taking (he himself being imprisoned 
with the gloomy prospect of death), 
was in great contrast to the coming of 
the Messiah In fiery judgment—"the 
ax is laid unto the root of the trees" 
and "the chaff is burned up with un- 
quenchable fire" (Matt. 3:10, 12). The 
trend of events puzzled him. It was 
not lack of faith, but confusion of

that 
prompted 
his 
Inquiry. 


Christ's 
testimony

America's Marvels 
NATURAL AND OTHERWISE

THE BELLS OF RIVERSIDE 


It has been said that our everyday 


life is largely fixed by the sound of 
bells of one kind or another, but it re- 
mained for Mr. Frank Miller of River- 
side, Cal., who had a hobby of col- 
lecting bells, to assemble the largest 
collection of bells on earth. 


Each bell has a history of interest 


and romance. Among the noteworthles 
in this collection of approximately 450 
bells are: 


A bronze bell of graceful lines, dated 


1792, 
which long hung in the tower of 


the New Orleans cathedral and later, 
by a peculiar turn of fate, served on 
the jail in the same city. A goat bell 
of pleasing- tone, the only one of its 
kind, found in the Swiss, Italian or, 
French Alps, thought to be more than 
one hundred years old. A church bell 
dated 1770, which, no one knows how 
long, served the master of a castle in 
Scotland. A facsimile of "Big Ben," 
the largest clock-tower bell in the 
•world, which hangs in the tower of 
the house of parliament in London. An 
iron horse bell from Norway—thought 
to have been made about 1750. A 
bronze gong, said to be more than 
eighteen hundred years old, which 
came from a temple in China. A bronze 
bell which belonged to a ship that 
sailed from Boston in 1755. The ship 


i was wrecked, but, after lying at the 


bottom of the ocean for almost 100 
years, the bell was recovered. The 
town crier's bell which awakened the 
good people of Bedford, Mass., the 
night on which the patriot, Paul Re- 
vere, made his famous ride. An an- 
cient, acorn-shaped 
dog bell 
from 


China. A gong from Borneo, used ui 
native war dances. An old-fashioned 
Roman bell which was unearthed in 
the ruins of Herod's palace at Asca- j 
ion. 
An antiquated, cup-shaped bell 


from Mecca—that sacred city of Ma- 
homet, in Arabia. An ornamented brass 
Roman cow bell inscribed, in Latin, 
"Paul, Third, Most Holy Supreme Pon- 
tiff', indicating ownership by a pope 
who died in 1549. A bell, cracked and 
clapperless, carrying an inscription 
showing the date of manufacture to 
have been the year 1247, said to be 
the oldest dated bell known and to 
have been made or used in Spain. This 
bell "was in existence 245 years before 
Columbus discovered America. 


And last, but by no means the least, 


the forefather of the bell family, a 
"clink stone", which, suspended troni 
a rope and struck with a mallet, gives 
off a ringing sound. The "clink stone" 
was the earliest form of bell known. 
It was used, it is thought, as early as 
600 B. C. .
